Ruling on motions

New post-trial motions in the $9.2 
million verdict for former residential 
developer Jim Green against the Alton 
Telegraph Printing Co. and two of its 
former reporters were heard by Circuit 
Judge Charles Chapman in Granite 
City Tuesday and Judge Chapman took 
the motions under advisement. 

The Telegraph's attorneys are 
seeking either a new trial, a 
modification of the verdict or a reversal 
of the jury's findings 

Judge Chapman said he will rule on 
the motions before Dec. 1, the date his 
current appointment as a circuit judge 
expires. 

Green charged that Telegraph 
reporters’ Joe Melosi and William 
Lhotka sent a memo to the U.S. Justice 
Department in 1969 which alleged that 
Green had syndicate connections and 
that Mafia money was being funneled 
through the former Piasa First Federal 
Savings & Loan Association to Green 


and a selected few developers and 
builders. 

The Justice Department transmitted 
the allegations to the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board, which conducted an 
audit of Piasa and made recom- 
mendations which ultimately led to 
Piasa discontinuing credit to Green, 
according to trial testimony. 

Unable to complete several of his 
multi-million dollar construction 
projects, Green’s empire collapsed and 
Piasa ended up foreclosing on the 
properties, including much of Gaslight 
Walk apartments in Pontoon Beach, 
Green’s attorneys contended 

The jury awarded Green $6.7 million 
in compensatory damages and $2.5 
million in punitive damages, believed 
to be the largest libel judgment, to date. 

Judge Chapman had given the

Mosele and Circuit Judge 
John DeLaurenti of Bond 
County failed to garner the 
required 60 percent yes votes 
on the ballots for their 
retention to the circuit 
the Third 
Judicial Circuit (Madison 
and Bond Counties). Both 
plan to apply for reap- 
pointment by the Supreme 
Court to circuit benches. 

Mosele is being even more 
specific. He says he plans to 
apply only for his vacancy, 
and not for just any of the 
four judge posts which will 
be vacant Dec. 1 

He blamed the Committee 
for an Improved Judiciary, a 
group of lawyers which 
campaigned actively against 
retaining the two judges, for

Mosele showed where, in 
the cases the committee 
cited, he granted the 
probations and lenient 
sentences on the recom- 
mendations of the state’s 
attorney's office after plea 
bargaining 

“Tt just surprised me that 
they wuld attack my 
criminal sentencing record 
Tam known in this county for 
being hard on criminals. Of 
all the thousands of criminal 

and thousands of civil 

I have heard, it is a 

tortion to use these few 

cases as representing my 

record,” Mosele told the 
Press-Record. 

Illinois Supreme Court 
Justice Joseph Goldenhersh 
is quoted as saying he has 
never before had to consider 
the appointment of judges 


who lost retention races. 

It has been standard 
courtesy in the Supreme 
Court to allow the justice 
from a specific district to 
recommend the circuit judge 
appointees, when there is a 
vacancy. 

Effective Dec. 1, four of the 
seven circuit judgeships in 
the Third Judicial Circuit 
will be vacant. In addition to 
the vacancies caused by the 
failure of Mosele and 
DeLaurenti to obtain 
retention, a vacancy will be 
exist. when Judge Moses W 
Harrison II resigns to accept 
his elected seat on the 
Appellate Court at Mount 
Vernon. 

The other vacancy will be 
for the seat of Judge Harold 
R. Clark, who resigned 
during the summer to 
become a law judge for the 
US Social Security 
Administration. Judge A.A. 
Matoesian has been filling 
Clar vacancy by ap- 
pointment of the Supreme 
Court, but was elected Nov. 4 
to fill the vacancy created 
when Circuit Judge William 
Beatty left the bench ‘to 
accept an appointment as a 
USS. district judge at Alton.

The first segment of “East 
Side Story II,” a three-part 
television documentary on 
the. Madison-St. Clair 
counties area, is nearing 
completion: 

The remaining segments 
are in various stages of 
development, according to. 
John Regnell, director of 
Broacasting Services at 
SIUE.

“East Side Story II” is 
being underwritten by a 
grant from the Illinois 
Humanities Council. Ed 
Hudlin, assistant’ professor 
of philosophical studies at 
SIUE, is project director. 

A third generation East St. 
Louisan, he is a descendant 
of the Hudlin family that 
settled in St. Louis County 
almost 200 years ago, He is a 
co-author of ‘‘East de 
Story I,’’ a television 
program produced by 

KETC-TV several years ago. 
“East Side Story II” is a 
sequel to the earlier 
documentary : 

Hudlin said that after the 
production of the first film, 
there was great interest 
within the community for a 
follow-up which would deal 
with various problems of the 
area from a_ historical 
prospective. 

The first segment of “East 
Side Story II’ traces the 
development of Southern 
Illinois from its pioneer days 
to the present. Filming 
began last July at the Holy 
Family Church in Cahokia, a 
structure more than two 
centuries old. 

The second program deals 
with issues and problems 
that occurred during that 
period. including East St. 
Louis’ evolution as a 
steamboat and rail center, 
corruption in various ad- 
minstrations, and labor and 
industrial problems leading 
to'the race riot of 1917 

The third program gives 
the visions of modern day 
pioneers who have presented 
plans for future cultural, 
social and economic growth 

These plans range from 
the visionary designs of 
Buckminster Fuller, calling 
for a futuristic city to be built 
under one of his famous 
geodesic domes, to a plan for 
a marine city with luxury 
hotels and resorts that would 
permit the area to change its 
role from transportation to 
tourisin

State’s attorney-elect Don 
Weber of Collinsville says it 
will be about two weeks 
before a final decision is 
made on who goes and who 
stays when he takes office 
Dec. 1 

But already it is apparent 
that seven current members 
of the. state's s 
office will be 
elsewhere 

This list 
ministrator Dewey Van Dyke 
and assistant state’s at- 
torneys Steve Mudge, Randy 
Hale, Dick Allen, Don Smith, 
Larry Keshner and Ted Diaz 

Last Friday, Weber said 
Mudge has Informed him 
that he is leaving; Hale had 


taking jobs 


planned to leave regardless 
of the outcome of last week's 
election, Weber said 

In that election, Weber, a 
Republican, defeated 
Nicholas Byron, the 
Democratic incumbent, by a 
slim margin. 

During. the campaign, 
Weber had indicated that 
Van Dyke, Smith and Allen 
would not be retained if he 
won election. 

Weber said he will appoint 
a new adminisrator to 
replace Van Dyke. Byron 
didn’t need an administrator 
because he didn’t try cases 
and had the time to ad- 
ministrate fiimself, Weber 
said 
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Weber said he will need an 
administrator because he 
plans to spend 75 percent of 
this time in plea bargaining 
and prosecuting cases. 

Assistant state’s attorney 
Bob Trone will stay on, 
Weber said. Another Byron 
assistant, Keith Jensen, is 
expected to be retained and 
Stephanie Robbins, a former 
assistant state’s attorney 
fired by Byron, is expected 
to return to the department, 
although Weber says these 
decisions haven't been made 

et 

Weber wants to employ a 
black assistant state’s at- 
torney; he isn’t revealing the 
name of the person he has in 


mind. He also is planning to 
hire an assistant trained 
white collar crime, Weber 
told a reporter. 

Weber said he is going to 
have expedited trials, a 
more active grand jury, a 
bad check program and will 
advocate imprisonment 
rather than probation for 
hard-core juvenile criminals 
and home burglars. 

Weber ceclined Friday to 
say when he will resign as 
Collinsville street com- 
missioner, the post he was 
elected to a year and one- 
half ago. 

Meanwhile, Byron said 
there are several possible 
courses of action he may 


pursue when he leaves office 
next month. 

One option under con- 
sideration is applying for one 
of the four judgeships open in 
the third judicial circuit, 
Byron said Friday. 

‘Another possibility is 
running for the Illinois 
General Assembly in two 
years, he said. He has 
rejected a suggestion from 
someone in St. Clair County 
that he run for Illinois at- 
torney general..

Blind student 
hopes to be 
a counselor 


Awarded a Braille 
wristwatch by the American 
Council for tHe Blind this 
fall, Paul Saboff, a senior at 
SIUE, became blind three 
years ago in a gun accident. 
At that time, he was a 
registered X-ray technician 
at St. 
Center in Granite City. _ 

“T can still legally push an 
X-ray button, but none of the 
machines at hospitals in this 
area are automatic enough 
for me to use,” he says 

__ Within nine’ months -after 

“his accident, Saboff went 
back to college. Most blind 
people take longer to adjust 
to the loss of their vision, but 
by the time he ‘re-entered 
college, he had learned the 
Braille language and was 
able to operate a Braille 
typewriter, He could also use 
a cane. 

Working toward a degree 
in human services, Saboff 
wants to go into counseling 
because he believes ‘‘it’s an 
easy thing for a blind person 
to listen to people. I wouldn't 
have to type or file things— 
just listen.’’ 

He first obtained an ap- 
plied science degree from 
Belleville Area College and 
has already earned 100 
quarter hours of credit from 
SIUE. In some quarters, his 
schedule is full. 

This summer, he com- 
pleted 20 hours of classes. “I 
was home only to sleep and 
to answer the phone,’ he 
recalls. 

Saboff was physically 
active before he was blin- 
ded; now he complains that 
he can’t even walk fast. “I 
have’ a two-seater bicycle, 

‘but I can’t always find 
people who want to ride with 
me,”’ he comments. 

There is at least one oc- 
casion when Saboff at- 
tempted to ride his bicycle 
into town. “‘I tried to take the 
bike path alone, but there 
are too many curves to 
learn,’’ he relates. One 
winter, he got lost on the trail 
and suffered frostbite. 

“In addition to attending 
classes and figuring out new 
ways to do things he once did 
with the aid of his eyes, 
Saboff is involved in ¢om- 
munity activities. 

He serves as secretary on 
the board of directors of the 
Madison County Association 
‘of the Blind and is a member 
of the Ilinois Federation of 
the Blind. He is also.a local, 
state and national member 
of the American Council of 
the Blind. 

Saboff has not only 
mastered the Braille 
language for his own use, but 
has spent many hours 
helping teach other's to cope 
with a darkened world. 

His community _ in- 
valvement includes teaching 
Braille to‘a blind and deaf 
woman in an area nursing 
home: He also spends much 
of his time entertaining 
people in nursing homes with 
his guitar. 

In addition, he puts in 
about 24 hours each week 
working on the hotline for the 
erisis intervention center for 
drug abuse in Collinsville. 

Saboff was awarded the 
watch at the Council’s an- 
nual conference. held in 
Louisville, Ky. 

One of six such awards 
made nationally, it was 
based on involvement in 

» organizations for the blind 
and community programs by- 
blind college seniors.

What would you do if you 
discovered a motherless 
baby ragcoon, owl, hawk or 
other wild animal? Who 
would you turn to for help if 
you discovered a squirrel 
with a broken leg? 

There never were any easy 
answers to these questions, 
so Adele Evans, a former 
Granite City resident, and 
her husband, Dick Evans, a 
veterinarian, founded the 
non-profit Treehouse 
Wildlife Center, Inc., in 
Brighton for the rescue and 
rehabilitation of animals in 
need. It serves Madison and 
Macoupin counties. 

“We sort of fill the gap 
between the Humane Society 
and the Conservation

life. The center treats atid cares for many types of 
wild creatures, including birds, always attempting 
to prepare the animals to return to the wild.

She said the center, which

The aim of the center is to 
prepare motherless or in- 
jured animals to return to 
the wild. ‘“‘We take care of 
the animals until] they are 
able to make it on their 
own,”’ Mrs. Evans said. 

Reccoons, for example, 
are taken to the Shawnee 
National Forest in Southern 
Illinois and are set free.

cared for and turn him 
loose,” she said. Her latest 
heartbreak came when she 
reluctantly realized that 
“Squirt,” a raccoon she had 
raised from infancy, was 
ready to return to the wild 
When she first got Squirt, his 
mother had been killed and 
he had pneumonia. 

She explained she has 
“mixed feelings,” in turning 
an animal loose. Although 
she is attached to all of the 
animals, there is a feeling of 
pride and happiness for the 
animals when they are well 
enough to be released. 

Mrs. Evans fed him with a 
baby bottle and she and her 
husband gave him special 
treatment to cure him of the 
pneumonia. Months later, it 
was time for Squirt to return 
to the wild and he was 
released. 

Since its formation about 
two years ago, the Treehouse 
Wildlife Center has taken 
care of 17 raccoons, in- 
cluding .a litter of seven, 
found when they were a week 
old. Their mother had been 
killed and the Evans took the 
seven babies home with 
them, so they could be bottle 
fed four times a day. They 
were named after the Seven 
Dwarfs. Later, Sleepy, Doc, 
Dopy and the others’ were 
returned to the wild. 

It also has returned rab- 
bits, hawks, squirrels, a 
mockingbird, two pigeons 
and a dové to health and to 
new environments in the 
wild. 

Sometimes even the love 
and the medical care the 
animals receive at the 
Treehouse center are not 
enough. One rough-legged 
hawk brought to the center 
had been shot and it was 
necessary for Dick Evans to 
amputate half of one of its 
wings. 

Since it would have been 
impossible for the hawk to 
compete for food or survive 
in the wild, it had to be kept 
in captivity for two years. 
Finally, last Labor Day, 
health problems made it

necessary to put the hawk 
away. 

“Most wild animals do not 
do well in captivity. When 
people find wildlife animals, 
they usually do more harm 
than good, and they don’t 
realize it. People who find 
wild animals should leave 
them outside. The change in 
temperature indoors is very 
hard on animals,” Mrs. 
Evans explained. 

Birds are frequently in- 
jured in storms. They wear 
themselves out attempting to 
fight against the strong 
winds and finally drop to the 
ground. Once down, they are 
too weak to fly again. The 
wildlife center works to 
strengthen them so they can 
fly again. 

Food is always a problem 
at the Treehouse center, 
Mrs, Evans said, since at- 
tempts are made to give the 
animals what they would eat 
in the wild. 

The hawks eat mice, the 
raccoons eat a special for- 
mula and the mockingbird 
will eat anything from 
worms to hamburger. 

It is not unusual to find 
Mrs. Evans out catching 
grasshoppers or digging up 
worms for the animals. 

The Treehouse Wildlife

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Clues to the landslide were visible — but not to polls 


‘The landslide that was “too close to call” 
for most pollsters is now history, but the 
ramifications will linger on for the next 
four yearsand, probably, much longer 

Explanations run the gamut, including 
the fact that there was an unusually large 
number. of ‘undecided voters late in the 
election campaign 

Some say this group simply did not make 
up its mind until the final days or hours 
But hard-working Madison County 
Republican Chairman Edward Ragsdale 
thinks many of the so-called undecided had 
actually made up their minds; they just 
did not want to tell callers who they 
favored, he believ 

It is being widely said that the relatively 
low turnout favored the Republican 
candidates, whereas with bigger voter 
participation the Democrats might have 
won. But Democratic-leaning Madison 
County, voters chalked up a respectable 
turnout of 78 percent—102,946 of the 132,005 
registered. And they still gave con- 
servative-to-moderate Ronald Reagan a 
51,160 to 43,860. margin over liberal-to- 
moderate Jimmy Carter, with in: 
dependent John Anderson garnering 4,206 
votes. 

Jumerous “experts” speculate that it 
was the debate that tipped the’scales to the 
former California governor. But those who 
saw and heard it said Pres. Carter handled 
himself adroitly and piled up many 
debating points over the challenger 

Perhaps the participation itself made 
Mr. Reagan seem to be of presidential 
timber, just as in 1976 the debate seriey 
‘seemed to give Mr. Carter an a of 
equality with Pres. Ford 

Another theory is that Mr, Reagan came 
across as being a bit more kindly than his 
opponent, and also profited by proving 
himself to be a vulnerable, fallible human 
béing who nevertheless knew a lot more 
about life and government than the 
negative image of him created by his foe; 

Rather than a movie actor who was 
merely speaking ‘lines from 3x5-incli 
eards, he was perceived by the viewing 
public asa thinking, caring person who 
could understand issues and articulate 
persuasive responses to those issues; 
according to thi line of reasoning. 

Many unscientific yardsticks provided 
clear advance clues to the election out: 
come.

Audiences at Johnny Carson's televised

after the debate gave Mr. Reagan a 2-1 
edge. And school students in Granite City 
and nationwide backed the GOP ticket by 
convincing majorities. Was it really so 
surprising that more than a third of the 
Quad-City area voting precincts backed 


the president-elect? Or that two of the four 
local townships were ‘Reagan country’? 

Scientific analyses of voting sentiment 
in Illinois show solid support for the 
Reagan stance on cutling governmental 
costs, reducing the inflation rate, fighting 
unemployment and restoring the nation to 
an effective role in foreign affairs. Other 
factors may have included the candidate's 
Illinois birthplace and his opposition to the 
military registration initiated by the 
Carter administration. 

Mr, Reagan scored well by asking voters 
whether they felt they were better-off now 
than when Pres. Carter took offige If he 
can show clear progress toward a higher 
quality of life for the average American, 
he undoubtedly can build onto the 
Republican gains that saw the traditional 
minority party win control of both the U. S. 
Senate and the Illinois House 

But if citizens find themselves no better 
off in the mid-1980s than now, this cam- 
paign approach could backfire strongly, 
with the electorate deciding on a new set of

New approach to trash-to-energy recycling in region 


‘Too long a dumping ground for trash 
from other’ states, Madison County now 
plays less of a role in that regard but still 
lacks a long-term answer to the disposal 
problem. 

Buta solution may be brought nearer by 
anew trash-to-energy plan unveiled by the 
Bi-State Development Agency. If the ex- 
periment proves successful, the Missouri 
recycling operations eventually might be 
extended. to include Illinois. 

It will be recalled that Granite City Steel 
and the Union Electric Company were 
among the participants in an initial solid 
waste recycling program that was found to 
be not feasible. 

The latest program calls for con: 
struction of two, waste conversion plants, 
based on differing | technologies | 

One plant will process 1,800 tons of waste 
per day and produce turbine-grade steam, 
te be. sold to Union Electric during winter 
months for the heating circuit serving the 
St. Louis central business district. For the 
remainder of the year, most of the steam 
could produce electricity for sale to UE’s 
power grid. 

‘The other plant is to process 750 tons of 
waste each day and ‘produce refuse: 
derived fuel (RDF). This would be sold to 
UE for use with coal in firing its Meramec 
power. plant in south St. Louis County.

County needs TB clinic services 


To the Editor: 

On May 19, a meeting was 
called by the chairman of the 
Health Institution Com- 
mittee of the Madison 
County Board at the TB 
Clini 

Present were the entire 
health committee, the board 
of directors of the clinic, the 
medical director, the ad- 
ministrator and Pat Weil 
del, a member of the Coun’ 
Board, and Mrs. Mary Kane, 
Madison County director of 
administration. 

The meeting was called 
because, Weindel wanted to 
present his opinions con- 
cerning the continuing 
operation of the clinic 

Under the advice of Dr. 
Drake, a pathologist, he felt 
that the operation of the 
clinic was no longer 
necessary. He also ex- 
pressed his feelings that the 
so-called atypical 
mycobacterium were not 
truly tubeculosis and should 
not be classified as such 

I tried to explain to 
Weindel the reason why so- 
called atypical tubeculosis 
should be counted, primarily

Kane contradicts the 


statements made by Dr. 
Ventura, who said that both 
the Tri-City and Madison 
County Medical associations 
endorsed continuing the 
operation of the clinic.” 

I really see no con- 
tradiction here. What I do 
see is an attempt to discredit 
the clinic by innuendo. 

How can one possibly 
accept an unsigned 
statement as being reliable? 

There are presently ap- 
proximately 170. physicians 
practicing in Madison 
County. I wonder why the

Mrs. Kane ignored the fact 
that, when the rumor was out 
that somebody was trying to 
close the TB Clinic, Dr.

On Sept. 2, the subject was 
discussed at the Madison 
County Medical Society 

In the presence of 43 
physicians, the group en- 
dorsed the ‘‘continued 
existence of the Madison

They also said, “In ad 
dition, there was some 
recognition that some of the 
unused space at the clinic 
could be adopted to other use 
by the County Board.”’ 

Of all the statements that 
Weindel has made in the 
press, I only agree with him 
on one issue and that is the 
TB Clinic is a white elephant 
only concerning the size of 
the building, not the services 
it renders.

In other words, some 
people claim that it may be 
contagious; others claim 
that it is an environmental 
disease. 

The important thing is that 
these mycobacterium can 
produce disease which 
exactly reproduces all the X- 

findings’ signs and 
mptoms of tuberculosis. 
is also universally 
agreed that the only 
medications that are ef- 
fective are the ones that are 
used for pulmonary tuber- 
cul 

Weindel could easily verify 
this if he were to contact 
internists and pulmonary 
specialists, not only in 
Madison County " but 
throughout the country. 

Although Weindel’s quest 
to close the clinic is 
erroneous—it would take a 
referendum in the whole 
county to decide whether or 
not keep the clinic open—I 
believe that he sincerely 
thinks he will be saving the 
county taxpayer§ some 
mone j 

The fundamental fact is 
that, if the budget is cut as 
suggested by the Finance 
Committee or by the Health 
Committee, he would save 
the average Madisoh County 
taxpayer two or three dollars 
a year 

If the clinic is closed 
altogether, which is the aim 
of Weindel, it would save an 
average family of) five in 
Madison County about $7 a 
year.

Those left on the Japanese 
ship. were transferred in 
small boats to-the Brevard, 
making the rescue 99 percent 
effective.

Wheaton coach wants surprises

WEST CHICAGO — Wheaton Christian 
soccer coach Jay Martin hopes his team can

New use for old school bell 


GRANITE CITY Old 
school bells never die, they 
just find a new job. 

Because of the efforts of a 
group of Granite Cityans, the 
old school bell that used to 
ring out daily from the tower 
at Washington Grade School 
is now being put to a new 
use...after years of inac- 
tivity 

The bell has been com- 

stored and now sits 
on an attractive pedestal at 
Granite City: High School 
South, It’s no longer just the 
Washington School Bell, it's 
the “Spirit Bell.” The idea 
was conceived in 1973 by 
Granite City South Assistant 
Principal Ken Spalding. In a 
memo to District 9 
3uperintendant B.J. Davis, 


he called for some sort of 
restyoration of the bell to be 
used at South football 
games. ‘‘I got the idea from 
East St. Louis High,” said 
Spalding. “‘They have a bell 
on a rubber-tired cart that 
they ring at their football 
games. I thought something 
along that line would be good 
for us.”” 

Thus began the “Spirit 
Bell ” began. But it took a 
while for the project to get 
off the ground. Finally, after 
much hard work, the bell 
was dedicated Nov. 4 at the 
regular meeting of the 
District 9 School Board. 
After Spalding’s orginal 
memo to Davis, parents of 
students, former students 
and teachers began rallying 


around the project. Money 
was collected to help pay for 
part of the restoration and 
for a bronze plaque that 
adorns ohe side of the bell. 

‘The bell will be given to the 
Granite |City High School 
that wing the most regular 
season varsity North vs. 
South High games. Accor- 
ding to |Spalding, only the 
first. mgeting between the 
twoschobls in each sport will 
count toward the bell, At the 
end of each school year, the 
school with the most points 
will get possession of the bell 
and its cart for the next 
school year.

Donald Ramsey, director 
of the Veterans 
Administration regional 
office Chicago, has 
reminded former ser- 
vicemen and women who 
received less than honorable 
discharges that the 15-year 
‘limitation on applying for 
review of such discharges 
has been waived until April 
1, 1981, giving these veterans 
additional months to apply 

Applications for a 
discharge review, or for 
correcton of a veteran's 
records, may lead to 
eligibility for VA benefits in 
cases where former ser- 
vicemen and women were 
previously ineligible 

Eligibility is) based on 
discharge from the service 
under conditions other than 
dishonorable. Ramsey said, 
however, that upgraded 
discharges do not lead 
automatically, in all in- 
stances, to eligibility. 

For example, discharges 
awarded as a result of 
unauthorized absence in 
excess of 180 days can result 
in ineligibility for VA 
benefits regardless of 
discharge review board 
action. 1 

Boards for the ‘Correction 
of Military Records, or the 
VA itself, may.assit veterans 
to overcome this restriction 
if the veterans can show 
compelling circumstances in 
extenuation of such an ab- 
sence. 

Discharge review boards 
and correction boards 
maintained by the Army 
Force an Navy, and | ap 
plicatons for such reviews 
may be obtained from any 
VA regional office and from 
national veterans’ service 
organization in each. com- 
munity. 

Ramsey said applications 
and a free information 
package on the progtam 
may also be obtained by. 
writing to: DOD Discharge

Wilt disease killing 
pine trees in area 


By RONALDCORNWELL 
County Farm Adviser 

Pine wilt disease is killing 
off pine trees in Illinois. 

The disease is caused by 
the pinewood nematode, and 
has been cited in 14 counties, 
as far south as Massac 
County and as far north as 
DuPage and Winnebago 
counties. 

The nematode was first 
found in Illinois near 
Collinsville in late 1979. 

Pines are the only known 
host of the nematode, and in 
Illinois the disease appears 
to be most common in Scotch 
and Austrian pines. It 
essentially is limited to 
mature and nearly mature 
pines, which are attractive 
to the insect carriers 

It is thought the disease is 
spread through a_relation- 
ship between the nematode 
and a beetle species not yet 
identified in the United 
States. In Japan, where the 
disease has reached 
epidemic proportions in 
forests, it is known to be a 
wood-boring sawyer beetle 

The infection process in 
cyclical, In June and July, 
adult beetles carring 
nematodes emerge from

The nematodes reproduce 
rapidly and destroy cells, 
killing the trees. The beetles 
lay eggs under the bark of 
dead wood in the summer. 

Beetle larvae and 
nematodes overwinter in the 
wood and emerge in the 
spring, with the beetles 


carrying the nematodes to° 


healthy -pines. 

Speciés of affected pines 
with longer, softer needles 
show obvious wilt of needles 
over the entire tree, as if its 
moisture source had sud- 
denly been cut off 

The mast obvious symp- 
tom is the sudden decline 
and death of the tree within a 
few weeks or months after 
the first sign of the disease 
has been noticed. 


There are two preventive 
measures. One is to keep 
living trees vigorous and 
pruned of dead branches. 

is makes the trees less 
attractive to the beetles. 

Also, burn or bury dead 
trees, because beetles can 
emerge from dead wood and 
fly several miles:

Despite dire warnings 
from sdme quarters that the 
family is in trouble, the 
family as a form of human 
organization survives 

Tt not only survives but 
does well by its members. It 
cares for its own and 
provides its young with skills 
and values they need to 
function i in the world, to form 
relationships, and to deal 
with ‘society and its 
organizations. 

To provide for its mem- 
bers — both young and old — 
in today’s society, the family 
must obtain goods and 
services from other in- 
Stitutions like schools, 
corporations, government 
agencies, hospitals. 

Tt must deal with 
bureaucracies that control 
the resources needed by 
family members. to survive 
and thrive. 

But families have neither 
relinquished all their major 
roles to bureaucracies, as 
some critics have argued, 
nor are they helpless — as 
individual units or ~in 
organized groups — in 
dealing with large 
bureaucratic organizations. 

Families today, as in 
yesteryear, are the primary 
care system for their 
members, from the newborn 
to the elderly 

Although organizations 
and’ institutions provide 
specialized services such as 
health care, relatively few 
persons grow up or live out’ 
their lives in institutions. 

Eveh among those over the 
age of 65, only about five 
percent are in long-term 
care facilities such as 
nursing homes or homes for 
the aged. 

This is striking evidence 
that families are the best- 
suited structures to provide 
growing human beings the: 
nurturance, love, emotional 
support, caring, solidarity 
‘anc instruction required for 
survival and for a 
reasonably satisfying life 

FORMAL BUREAUC 
BACIES, 
~ Inevitably in our, complex 
- society, a large part of the 
instruction that families 
provide must be in dealing 
with bureaucracies that are 


-designed to 


more powerful than them- 
selves, 

This is a difficult task. For 
one thing, large-scale 
organizations like govern- 
ment and business often 
ignore or deny the existence 
of families. 

They deal only with in- 
dividuals, because it is the 
individual worker, patient, 
consumer or citizen whom 
the institution. wishes to 
control and fit into’ its 
operation. 

Looking at the individual 
as a member of a family 
complicates the work of the 
institution, adding com- 
plexity to decisions, 
requiring exceptions to the 
rules, and disrupting orderly 
functioning of the 
organization. 

When company officials 
order a ‘manager to move to 
another part of the country, 
they assume that the 
manager will see that his or 
her family moves. The 
family’s reaction has not 
traditionally been the 
company’s concern 

On their surface, 
bureaucracies are im- 
personal and rational 

They are governed by 
rules, and are thus 
presumably fair and im- 
mune to personal influence. 

They are, ideall; ystems 
permite: 
social exchange among 
strangerssin a world that is 
too large and complex for 
exchange to be governed 
solely by kinship, friendship, 
and other informal, personal 
relationships. 

But-— the 
‘*burbaucracy 
“bureaucratic” have come 
to connote an_ inefficient, 
rule-bound maze-like system 
that obstructs rather than 
favilitates obtaining ser- 
vices. 

INFORMAL TIES 

To negotiate bureaucratic 
institutions to get what their 
members need (and have a 
right to), families learn to 
use informal and personal 
resources for leverage on the 
institution. 

Every formal 
bureaucratic institution has 
informal ties to the com- 
munity through the kinship 
and friendship circles of the 
people who. staff the 
organization 

For example, a mother 
who wishes to sée that her 
child gets fair treatment at 
school may visit the child’s 
teacher, volunteer for field- 
trips or tutoring, or work 


words 
and 


with the parent-teacher 
organization. 

These gestures are not 
intended to bring undue 
influence, but they insure 
that the child will be visible 
“to the teacher, as a person 
rather than an anonymous 
face in a classroom group. 

The point is, the family 
uses the people within the 
bureaucracy to get what it 
needs for its members to live 
good lives. 

"And it teaches its young 
how to go about using such 
personal resources to grease 
the machinery in what can 
otherwise be the frustrating, 
tule-bound obstacles of 
bureaucratic encounters. 

, Let’s look at hypothetical 
case: A sixteen-year-old 
young man — call him Jack 
— tries to get a job and is told 
that he needs a driver's 
license and a Social Security 
ecard. 

He goes to the - Social 
Security office, fills out 
forms, and waits what seems 
a very long time. Finally, he 
is told that he needs a birth 
certificate to. get his card 
and number. 

By this time, business 
hours are ending and Jack 
goes home, He tells his 
mother about his 
frustrations, He doesn't 
know where to get either his 
birth certificate or a driver's 
license. 

But his mother’s cousin 
has a friend in the city 
clerk's office who can give 
him the information and 
direction he needs. She 
phones the cousin, who tells 
Jack to come to her office the 
next day and she will in- 
troduce him to her friend. 

This case not at all 
untypical demonstrates 
how families can use the 
informal system to get 
things done. 

Not only will Jack be able 
to get what he needs, but he 
will be learning important 
lessons about society and 
bureaucracy 

He will learn that when he 
is frustrated in his dealings 
with formal organizations, 
he may be able to work that 
system through ‘‘con- 
nections.”” 

There is nothing ob- 
jectionable or demeaning in 
such action, since the 
bureaucracy wants to serve 
jts clientele but is often 
tunable” to do's. efficiently 
because of regulations and 
because of unenthusiastic 
workers.

The well-educated and 
wealthy are more likely to 
know people in power 
positions, and they know how 
to enter and make them- 
selves visible in 
bureaucratic systems. When 
their children need jobs, 
these families know where to 
send them. 

COLLECTIVE ACTION. 

Sometimes, families band 
together with other families 
to exert pressure on 
bureaucracies. 

One such example is the 
creation of FLAG, an 
organization whose mem- 
bers are the families of 
hostages held in Iran 

Despairing over lack of 
information and  com- 
munication from the State 
Department and about the 
reunion plans for the time of 
the hostages’ release, they 
organized to confront the 
bureaucracy 

FLAG not only deals with 
the State Department, but 
also handles the media and 
the public, protects families 
from crackpots and, most 
important, provides a 
support group — a kind of 
extended family that gives 
warmth,- love and un- 
derstanding to all member 
families. 

Currently, the State 
Department is providing 
support, offering its own 
communication facilities to 
FLAG to use for its own 
purposes. Officials are also 
listening 

One wife of a hostage 
expressed the feelings of 
many FLAG members 
Appalled at the reunion 
plans she said (and I 
paraphrase), ‘We were to be 
flown over to some place in 
Europe and, after some 
debriefing, were to be 
reunited with our husbands. 

“They were going to put us 
up in some hotel or motel like 
a Hilton or Holiday Inn. And 
there it was. 

“It will be over a year 
(now longer) since I was 
with my husband; we have 
been living different lives 
and are different people. 

I don’t know what he is 
like and I haye been changed 
by this experience. We need 
time, the kids and I a 
to find out what he wani 

“We need a place where 
there is space to be together, 
or alone. We need time.” 

Such) communications are 
bound to have an effect on 
traditional procedures of 
State Department officials 

The | bureaucracy is 
responding, and its changes 
indicate that, collectively, 
families can have power and 
that bureaucracies can be 
changed. 

Families and 
bureaucracies need one 
another. They have different 
functions to perform, but 
they must tolerate and 
complement each other. 

Families have developed 
techniques and skills to 
handle the demands of 
bureaucracies. 

When internal resources 
are not sufficient to do this, 
families will increasingly 
band together and engage in 
collective action.

Pollution board nearing 
decision on containers 


__By JEFF BRODY 

SPRINGFIELD — After 
nine years of study, the Ili- 
nois Pollution Control Board 
appears to be nearing a deci- 
sion on a proposal to require 
a deposit on beverage con- 
tainers. 

Two proposals are being 
considered. One would re- 
quire a 5-cent deposit on all 
beverage containers. The 
second would require a de- 
posit and also prohibit the 
use of pull-tab openers and 
bi-metal cans. 

Both are aimed at three 
major goals: to encourage 
recycling in place of “throw- 
away” containers, to reduce 
the amount of litter generat- 
ed, and to reduce the de- 
mand for landfill space. * 

Consumers now pay less 
for beverages that come in 
returnable containers, but 
industry officials who op- 
pose the regulations say 
prices will rise if all contain- 
ers are returnable. They 
point to experience in Michi- 
gan, where the cost of a case 
of beer increased by 80 
cents, mostly due to in- 
creased labor for handling. 

The container industry, 
workers in state glass and 
can plants and beverage dis- 
tributors say a voluntary 
program called “Clean Com- 
munity System™ reduces 
litter without the added cost 

But the voluntary ap- 
proach does not deal with 
the goals of recycling mate- 
rials and reducing demand 
on landfill space. And propo- 
nents say the deposit would 
shift the true cost of con- 
suming beer and soft drinks 
from society as a whole — in 
the form of collection and 
landfill costs — to the con- 
sumers of the product, who 
cause the problem in the 
first place. 
power to “determine, define 
and implement the environ- 
mental control standards ap- 
plicable in the state.” 

Under the subsection de- 
voted to land pollution, the 
law granting the board au- 
thority to adopt regulations 
begins with the statement 
“without limiting the gener- 
ality of this authority,” and 
continues by saying the 
board can “among other 
things,” set standards in sev- 
eral specific areas concern- 
ing solid waste handling and 
disposal. 

“Before the Environmen- 
tal Protection Act was 
passed, a section giving the 
board authority to issue such 
regulations was deleted be- 
cause the Legislature did not 
want the board to have that 
authority,” says C. Lee Cook, 
an attorney representing 
three trade associations that 
oppose the regulations. 
“Former members of the 
Legislature have testified it 
was never their intention to 
give the board that power. 

“Another thing that con- 
firms this is that, in subse- 
quent sessions, attempts to 
reinstate that section of the 
law have been defeated.” 

Rep. Dan Pierce, D-High- 


land Park, has sponsored ef- 


forts to enact a deposit re- 
quirement and plans to rein- 
troduce the measure in 1981. 

Pierce, a lawyer, disa- 
grees that legislative inac- 
tion constitutes legislati 
intent: “I don’t see that d 
feat of a bill establishes 
state policy. The authority 
comes from the enabling 
statute and the court deci- 
sions based on it.” 

But Bloom, also an attor- 
ney, backs Cook’s contention: 
“If the Legislature acts, 
that’s an obvious sign of leg- 
islative intent. But, if the 
General Assembly refuses to 


act. that’s a flip side of the: 


The board, which is 
caught in the middle of this 
argument, also may be head- 
ed for a confrontation aris- 
ing from the question of the 
delegation of legislative au- 
thority to non-elected ad- 
ministrative agencies. For 
beyond the merits of the 
“bottle bill” itself is the fact 
that the Legislature has four 
times rejected proposals 
similar to the ones being 
considered by the board. 

“This really gets to the 
nub of the question of regu- 
latory review and legislative 
oversight,” said Sen. 
Prescott Bloom, R-Peoria, 
who is chairman of the legis- 
lative joint Committee on 
Administrative Rules. 

Whether the board has the 
authority to issue such regu- 
lations, despite the fact that 
the Legislature has refused 
to make such requirements 
state policy, is a matter like- 
ly to end up in court if the 
board takes that initiative. 

“We make a decision on 
the jurisdictional question

before we take in a regula- 
tion for review,” said board 
member Irvin Goodman 
“We feel right now that we 
have the authority. I could 
make the argument that the 
Legislature hasn’t’ passed 
the bill because they're wait- 
ing for us to act on this regu- 
lation.” 

In this case, there are two 
relevant actions that can be 
the basis for- determining 
legislative intent 

First is the Environmen- 
tal Protection Act, which es- 
tablished the Pollution Con- 
trol Board. The second is the 
series of debates and votes 
that del +ped speciic author- 
ity to deal with container de- 
posits from the original act 
and killed four bottle bills in 
the last four sessions of the 
Legislature 

The act gives the board 
same coin. It’s an expression 
of intent as much as approv- 
al of a bill would be.” 

Bloom’s opinion would 
hold some sway, since his 
committee will determine 
whether the board followed 
proper: procedures, avoided 
arbitrary or capricious rules 
and had the statutory power 
to issue the regulations if 
some are approved 

“This comes down to why 
you have administrative 
agencies,” says James Yoho, 
attorney for environmental- 
ists proposing the regula- 
tions. “They act on specific 
subject areas the Legisla- 
ture doesn’t have the time or 
expertise to deal with. 

“The Legislature delegat- 
ed this authority to the Pol- 
lution Control Board. Any 
action by the board may be 
out of step with what the 
Legislature. is thinking, but 
that doesn’t change the legis- 
lative intent.” 

David Currie, former 
chairman of the board and 
an attorney, issued a legal 
opinion in 1972, backing the 
board's authority. That re- 
mains the basis of the 
board's position today. 

The opinion calls the es- 
tablishment of a solid waste 
task force a “compromise” 
between the bill’s propo- 


nents who desired the board 
to have unrestricted authori- 
ty in this field and those who 
opposed such authority alto- 
gether. 

That task force was to 
study the solid waste prob- 
lem and to report recom- 
mendations “to expedite de- 
velopment of systems for re- 
cycling and reuse of refuse.” 

“Upon receiving such re- 
ports,” Currie told the board, 
the law states, “the board 
shall make rules and regula- 
tions on these subjects based 
on such recommendations.” 

The task force recom- 
mended in 1972 a 5-cent 
mandatory deposit on bever- 
age containers. That recom- 
mendation became the basis 
of the latest set of proposals. 
But complicating the issue is 
the fact that the Legislature 
in 1978 repealed the section 
of the act that established 
ghe. task force. 

Lee Cunningham, the 
hearing officer for the board 
on the deposit regulations 
case, said, “There is certain- 
ly a question of authority.” 

“Currie’s view was that 
the board had the power if 
the task force report recom- 
mended the regulations, The 
board was given authority to 
encourage recycling to re- 
duce waste and would keep 
that power unless it was spe- 
cifically removed. 

There is also a question 
about whether the deposit is 
a charge. The opponents 
would argue it is, because 
the board is not allowed to 
impose a charge on the use 
of an item. But the board's 
position is that a deposit is 
not a charge because it is re- 
turnable.” 

The courts have been 
asked once before to settle 
the question, but a lst Dis- 
trict Appeilate Court panel 
ruled the case was not “ripe” 
for review because thére 
could be no abuse of power 
unless regulations are actu- 
ally issued. 

Whether the board will 
approve a deposit regula- 
tion, and what form that reg- 
ulation might take, is still 
open to question.

During asthmatic 
episodes, the small airways 
of the lungs constrict and 
much less axygen can be

Although medication can 
alleviate and help. prevent 
episodes in many asth- 
matics, exposure to air 
pollutants aggravates 
respiratory conditions and 
can interfere with lung 
function in healthy’ people.

~) HILLSBORO — Built on 
117 acres south of Hillsboro, 
the John A. Graham Correc- 
tional Center is one of two 
medium-security prisons 
being built in Central Illi- 
nois. 

It was named after the 
late state senator, a Republi- 
‘ean from Barrington who 
spent 14 years as chairman 
of the state Senate commit- 
tee that oversees corrections 
operations and helped select 
the prison site. Graham, a 
Montgomery County native, 
died in December 1979, a few 
days after the prison was 
named for him. 

The institution eventually 
will hduse 750 medium-se- 
curity ‘residents who have 
fewer ‘than five years to 
serve and who have adjusted 
to prison life. 

The Department of Cor- 
rections prefers to refer to 
its clients as “residents” to 
avoid the stigma of “inmate” 
or “prisoner.” The ,accomo- 
dations, are referred‘to as 
“institutions” or “facilities” 
or, in the case of Hillsboro, 
“campuses,” also to avoid 
the stigma of “prisons.” 

Whatever it’s being called, 
the Graham Center has won 
accol for its design, 

normal- 

ible environment. 

‘Each ident has his own 

room with a window, desk, 

chair jand lavatory. Each 

resident center houses 50 

men and has ray-rooms and 
laundry facilities. _

These two programs,

The state paid $2,937 an 
acre for the Hillsbofa site. 
which was the. former coun- 
ty poor farm. Oil and miner- 
al rights were included in 
the sale by the Montgomery 
County Board in February, 
1978.
